Rutherford, ob- 
vloiuly Bet himself to the task of 
creatinB for the actor a "fat" pare 
He chose for his back ground the 
Parliamentary wars of the time of 
Cromwell, thus avalllns himself of 
the opportnnlty to display to the raze 
of breathless women, handsome be- 
wl(cced Cavaliers. Roundheads with 
their forblddlns exterior he eschewed. 
But he does not seem at all enamored 
of the force* which were back of the 
Ill-fated Charles the First, for treason 
of a very low description plays an Im- 
portant part in the plot of this melo- 
drama. If the play is Intended to be- 
an accurate picture of the Cromwel- 
lian period It olTer* an explanation of 
why the Parliamentary forces were 
successful, for no men could succeed 
who behaved themselves as do the 
Cavalier offleers In this piece, or 
who embarked so openly and llsht- 
heartedly on seditious enterpiisea 
But one suspects that Mr. Ruther- 
ford's main purpose was to xlve Mr. 
Harvey a part that would enable him 
to show all the many attractive 
phases of his art and personality. It 
does not do to make your romantic 
hero too Bood for human nature's 
dally food. All th^t is necessary Is to 
make him noble at heart and reckless 
In his conduct. Then he will be the 
more easily misunderstood: for mla- 
understandlnc la the soul of romantic 
melodrama. Assuredly Keresby the 
Rat la no hero in his deallni:* with 
men; he Is a soldier of fortune who 
has fought in many European wars 
and has chiefly employed himself in 
treasons stratagems and spoils. But 
when It comes to women he Is all. 
chivalry: and everyone familiar with 
this type of play will understand that 
If the only woman he ever loved had 
not beep filched from him that he 
might have been a better man. He 
also labored under certain disadvant- 
ages of birth, for his father, the bad 
Lord Tresham, had not taken the 
trouble to marry hla mother and ho 
was not ao elated over this circum- 
stance aa was Falcbnbiidge In Shake- 
speare's "King John," for Instance. 
But though the Treshams were a bad
